"Doctor  Jazz" 


Someone  once  said  that  if  you  want  something  done,  you  should  ask  the  busiest  person 
you  can  find  to  do  it.  Along  with  high  school  teaching,  Extension  Division  teaching,  writing, 
listening,  speaking,  and  arranging  jazz  engagements,  Phil  Elwood  also  produces  three  jazz 
programs  a  week  for  KPFA,  and  does  it  all  with  complete  aplomb. 

His  "Jazz  Archives"  program  is  in  its  twelfth  year,  the  "Jazz  Review"  its  ninth,  and 
"Modern  Jazz  Scene"  its  fifth. 

In  the  early  1950's  jazz  in  the  San  Francisco  area  meant  pretty  generally  the  New 
Orleans-based  "traditional"  variety;  a  "jazz  fan"  usually  referred  to  a  collector  of  old  records. 
Thus,  when  Phil  began  producing  his  "Jazz  Archives"  program  in  February  of  1952,  it  filled 
a  big  gap  in  Bay  Area  radio  programming. 

Then,  as  the  output  of  new  jazz  LP's  multiplied  after  the  introduction  of  the  12-inch, 
the  "Jazz  Review"  was  born  in  1955.  Through  broadcast  and  comment  on  new  releases  each 
week,  and  an  annual  printed  summary  list,  the  program  has  become  an  institution.  Perhaps 
more  than  any  other  such  KPFA  program,  it  has  helped  to  acquaint  many  thousands  of  new 
listeners  to  Pacif ica  Radio  fare. 

Phil  likes  to  use  his  third  program.  "Modern  Jazz  Scene,"  as  a  reminder  to  all  jazz 
fanciers  of  the  important  roots  of  contemporary  expression,  and  as  a  format  for  introducing 
the  more  adventurous  new-wave  interpreters. 

Ralph  Gleason  has  called  this  trio  "by  far  the  best  thought-out  and  planned  jazz  pro- 
gramming in  this  area,  perhaps  in  any  city  in  the  country."  Phil  says  he  has  stayed  with  KPFA 
and  Pacifica  because  of  its  continuing  interest  in  his  sort  of  programming,  and  because  of 
the  quality  of  its  listening  audience.  It's  a  happy  arrangement  for  all  of  us. 


This  is  the  first  of  an  occasional  series  about  the  KPFA  "regulars" — people  who 
produce  programs  for  us  week  in,  week  out,  faithfully  and  excellently.  Interspersed  in 
the  series  will  be  some  articles  by  staff  members  responsible  for  our  major  areas  of 
programming.  Whether  about  staff  or  regular  program  volunteers,  these  cover  pieces 
will  attempt  to  tell  you  something  of  the  person's  professional  background,  the  history 
of  his  association  with  Pacifica,  the  programs  he  makes,  and  why  he  puts  up  with  us.

"CHICKEN  SOUP  AND  BARLEY" 

At  8:45  p.m.  Thursday,  May  30,  we  will  broadcast  a  production  of  Arnold 
Wesker's  play,  "Chicken  Soup  and  Barley,"  about  a  Jewish  Communist  family  in 
London  at  the  time  of  the  Spanish  Civil  War.  Nina  Serrano  Landau  directed  the 
production  for  Pacifica  Radio,  and  the  cast  includes  Winifred  Mann,  Saul  Landau, 
R.  G.  Davis,  and  Kate  Porter. 

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  KPFA's  drama  and  literature  department  is  to 
produce  rarely-heard  and/or  new  plays — and  this  program  fills  the  bill. 


PEOPLE  AND  PROGRAMS 

On  May  14  Irene  Hilton  began  a  series  of  readings  on  the  children's  programs 
of  her  new  novel,  "Bluey's  Runaway  Kangaroo,"  a  sequel  to  "Bluey  From  Down 
Under,"  which  the  author  read  for  our  broadcast  last  fall.  The  new  book  was 
published  in  May  by  Westminster  Press;  we  are  grateful  to  Miss  Hilton  for  her 
contributions  .  .  .  Paul  Wallace's  "India  Press  Report"  and  John  Cooper's  "Report 
on  Science"  have  stopped,  because  of  other  commitments  for  the  producers  .  .  . 
Regretfully  we  announce  that  John  Leonard,  our  drama  and  literature  director, 
will  leave  KPFA  on  June  2.  He  says  he  has  enough  money  from  his  publisher  to 
take  some  time  off  and  finish  a  book,  and  so  that's  just  what  he'll  do.  He's  going 
to  New  Hampshire  for  the  summer.  As' this  Folio  goes  to  press,  his  successor  at 
KPFA  has  not  been  selected  .  .  .  We  go  on  the  air  at  8  a.m.  Memorial  Day,  the 
usual  holiday  schedule  .  .  .  Our  series  on  "Indonesia  1963"  which  was  previously 
announced  for  Friday  afternoons  at  1  is  now  being  scheduled  on  weekends  at  vary- 
ing times  .  .  .  During  the  summer  months  we  will  not  broadcast  children's  programs 
on  Saturday  mornings  .  .  .  And  the  U.  C.  Noon  Concerts  are  another  summer 
casualty  .  .  .  The  BBC  tells  us  that  remarkable  listener  demand  has  inspired  them 
to  search  their  files  for  more  Goon  Shows,  and  they  have  come  up  with  21  new 
programs.  These  will  be  scheduled  starting  soon  in  the  Friday  evening  spot  now 
occupied  by  "My  Word!"  We  hasten  to  add  that  there  are  no  new  "My  Word!" 
programs;  those  being  broadcast  now  have  been  heard  at  least  once  previously  .  .  . 
On  Friday,  May  31,  we  begin  a  New  Thing:  "The  Subscribers  Talk  Back,"  with 
Trevor  Thomas  and  some  subscribers  bursting  to.  It  will  be  scheduled  for  half  an 
hour,  once  a  Folio  .  .  .  We  are  beginning  rebroadcast  of  Alfred  Kazin's  distinguished 
Beckman  lectures  at  U.  O,  9:15  a.m.  Tuesdays.  .  .  .  Note  slight  time  changes  for  the 
rebroadcast  of  "Report  to  the  Subscriber"  and  for  "Books" — and  note  that  the 
dinner  concerts  in  this  Folio  begin  at  5:20  p.m.
